Bandit and His Men Will 


Probably Be Returned to 
Mexico and General: Villa 
Will Put Them to Death. 


ik] Paso, Texas, February 17.—Max!i- 
mo Castillo. the Mexican bandit charg- 
ed with responsibility for the Cumbre 
tunnel disaster in which ten Americans 
and f@rty-one others lost their lives, 
was captured thirty-eight miles south 
of Hachita, N. M., .today by American 
troops. 


The information was conveyed today 
to General Hugh L. Scott, commandant 
at Fort Bliss, in an official telegram 
from Captain White, ninth United 
States cavalry. 


Six Followers With Bandit.. 


With the bandit were six of his fol- 
lowers, who, according to Captain 
Whites’ brief dispatch, strrendered 
without a fight.. They will be brought 
here, 

Castillo, to avoid a range of moun- 
tains on the Mexican side, made a de- 
tour which brought him into American 
‘érritory. Captain White was’ on the 
watch, having received information 
yesterday from Walter McCormick, 
\merican manager of Las Palomas 
ranch, on the Mexican side, that te 
much wanted man was in the vicinity. 

Whether the prisoner shal] be sur- 
rendered to the rebels is a legal ques- 
(ion which remains to be settled. If 
‘his is done there is no doubt that he 
will be executed for the Cumbre disas- 
ter. He is hot charged with any crime 
on this side. : 

Tunnel! Still Burning. 

Castillo set fire to a freight train 
in the Cumbre tunnel two weeks ago. 
The cars were burning when a pas- 
senger train. crashed into it, and every 
life aboard was lost. The tunne!] still 
is burning. 

A special from Hachita, N. M.. says 
the capture was made by Lieutenant 
Rothwell, of Troop A. It continues: 

“The band of outlaws, under heavy 
guard, is marching overland to Hachita 
and should arrive about midnight. 
Charles McDow, a prominent rancher 
who knows Castillo, identified them 
oon the latter made no attempt to deny 


“Captain White will ask that Castillo 
and Captain Emilio Garcia, a member 
of the band previously captured. be 
transported immediately to Fl Paso.” 

Previous reports of Castillo’s capture, 
nade to General Villa. proved untrue. 
The latter expressed his gratification 
at the capture tonight. General Scott 
Was no less jubilant. 

To Be Returned to Mexico. 

Washington, February 17.—Consid- 
‘vation has been given by officials 
here to the question of what should be 
done with the bandit leader Castillo 
and his followers in the event of their 
capture on American soil. Ags the tun- 
nél disaster occurred in Mexico. no 
crime can be charged against the ban- 
dits in the United States and tonight 
iC Was regarded as certain that they 
would be returned to Mexico.

MAYFLOWER ORDERED 
TO MEXICAN WATERS 


Washington, February 17.—After a 
conference with President Wilson to- 
day Secretary Danicls ordered the pres- 
idential yacht Mayflower to Mexican 
waters to relieve one of the battle- 
ships at Vera Cruz. The president has 
had no use for the yacht lately and 
boats of the gunboat class are regarded 
as particularly useful in Mexican wa- 
ters because of their light draft. 

Captain Harry McL. P. Huse will go 
on the Mayfiower to Vera Cruz to be- 
come chief of staffto Admiral Fletcher. 
The Mayflower will be away about two 
months. 

The state department has not been 
moved by inquiries of any foreign gov- 
ernments as to the sending of a ma- 
rine force to the Mexican capital. It 
is said that such a step is regarded as 
unnecessary. 

The statement was repeated today 
that the dispatch of'‘machine guns and 
ammunition by the British admiral at 
Vera Cruz to the British legation in 
Mexico City was within international 
practice. The state department: has 
no knowledge that British marines ac- 
tually have occupied the legation, 
though it has assumed that this would 
be done in case of necessity.

Washington, February 17.—Congress 
and the nation paid final tribute today 
to the late Senator A. O. Bacon, of 
Georgia. While his body lay in state 
in the senate chamber—g rare honor— 
both houses of congress recessed for 
the funeral services, which cabinet of- 
ficers, members of the diplomatic 
corps and many prominent figures in 
national life attended. 

President Wilson could not go to 
the funeral because of the risk of ex- 
posure after his recent hard cold, but 
Mrs. Wilson and some of the family 
occupied places in the gallery. A large 
wreath, bearing the cards of the pres- 
ident and Mrs. Wilson, was placed on 
the casket, the only floral tribute in 
the chamber besides one from the 
senate. The wreath was of orchids, hy- 
acinths, mignonettes and daisies. 

Two guards of honor, one a union 
soldier and the other a Confederate 
veteran, stood beside the coffin as it 
lay in the marble room. 

The ceremonies were marked by 
simplicity. There were no eulogies— 
only prayer and funeral service by the 
senate chaplain and Bishop Harding, 
of the Episcopal church. 

The body was taken from Washing- 
ton at 4:45 p. m. for Atlanta, where it 
will lie in state in the Georgia capi- 
tol before being taken to Macon for 
burial. 

To the left of the coffin, immediate- 
ly in front of the vice president's desk, 
sat members of the family of Senator 
Bacon, his daughter, Mrs. Willis B. 
Sparks; his grandson, Augustus O. Ba- 
con Sparks, and his granddaughter, 
Miss Louise Curry. Wéth them were 
Judge and Mrs. William B. Lamar. 

Admiral Dewey was not present, but. 
was represented by tear Admiral 
Vreeland. He and General Wood, chief 
of staff of the army, were in full unl- 
form and furnished the only touch ‘of 
color in the assembly. 

Members of the cabinet who attend- 
ed were Secretaries Bryan, McRey- | 
nolds, Garrison, Daniels,” Lane, Red- 
field and Wilson.

Later the body was taken into 
the senate chamber and placed upon 
the creped bier, directly in front of 
the vice president’s desk. 


Seats Heserved for Dignitaries. 


Seats upon the floor were reserved 
for the president of the United States, 
members of his cabinet, the chief jus- 
tice and associate justices of the su- 
freme court, members of the diplo- 
matic corps, members of the house of 
representatives, the admiral of the 
navy, the chief of staff of the army 
and the regents and secretary of the 
Smithsonian institution. 

Members of the dead senator's fam- 
ily and the officiating clergymen re- 
mained in the vice president’s room 
until time for the services, when they 
were comlucted to the seats reserved 
for them on the floor. 

Admission to the galleries was by 
card, extended only to the members of 
the house and the more _ intimate 
friends of the dead statesman. One 
gallery was reserved for the use or 
those invited by the president and the 
vice president. Hundreds of those 
who came to pay homage to the dead 
statesman’s memory were turned away. 

The Ceremonies. 

The members of the family who at- 
tended the funeral today were Mrs. 
W. B. Sparks, of Macon, daughter of 
Senator Bacon; A. O. B. Sparks, a 
grandson, and Miss Louise Curry, a 
granddaughter; Wallace Miller, son of 
Judge J. L. Miller, of Macon, Senator 
Bacon’s law partner for years. Judge 
Custis Nottingham, his counsel in 
Macon; Judge and Mrs. Whlliam 
Bailey Lamar, Mrs. Joseph R. 
Lamar, wife of Justice Lamar of the 
supreme court, and John T. Boifeuillet, 
clerk of the foreign relations “commit- 
tee, also occupied the reserved seats 
directly in front of the vice presi- 
dent’s desk. 

When Vice President Marshall walk- 
ed slowly to his seat and called the 
senate to order, the short and simple 
services began. Departing from the 
customary form, Mr. Marshall, in a 
voice full of feeling and lowered al- 
most to a whisper, said: 

“The hour has arrived at which, in 
accordance with the orders of the sen- 
ate, the final ceremonies over the body 
of Augustus Octavius Bacon, late sen- 
ator from Georgia, and an unusually 
distinguished member of this body, 
are to be observed. In conformity to 
custom and in token of our .common 
faith, the chaplain of the senate will

VETERANS TO GROUP 
AROUND THE HEARSE 


Funeral Procession From 
the Terminal Station to 
the Capitol Will Be One 
of the Largest Ever Seen 
in Atlanta. 


Georgia will pay the last tributes 
of honor and respect to the memory of 
her dead senator today when the body 
of the late Senator Augustus O. Bacon 
will lie in state at the capitol building 
from noon to 4:30 o’clock this afternoon. 

As the body of .the distinguished 
statesman lies silent in the building, 
through whose marble halls and leg- 
islative chambers his voice in years 
past has rung out to help mold the des- 
tiny of his state, Georgia will mourn. 

In Atlanta there will be no ceremeé- 
nies over the body. 

With a military guard of 
standing at each corner of the shroud- 
ed casket, the dead senator will be the 
recipient of the silent tributes of es- 
teem of the friends and comrades of 
his life, as they file by the bier. These 
personal tributes will be far more elo- 
quent than the words of orators and 
more impressive than elaborate cere- 
mony.

Guard of Militiamen. 

An honorary guard of the Georgia 
national guard, the Seventeenth infan- 
try, cadets, Confederate Veterans and 
honorary escorts from other organiza- 
tions will accompany the body from the 
Terminal station to the capitol. 

Carriages will call at the capitol at 
10:30 o’clock to take the statehouseé of- 
ficials to the station to meet the funer- 
al party. 

At 11:40 o'clock the funeral party, 
composed of distinguished friends and 
co-workers of Senator Bacon from 
Washington, will arrive over the South- 
ern railway. The casket will be tak- 
en upon the elevator from the train 
shed to the street floor of the Terminal 
station. ‘ 

On the street floor of the building the 
cadets of the Georgia Military academy 
and the Marist college will form a dou- 
ble line from the gates of the train 
yard elevator to the main entrance of 
the station. The funeral party will 
march through their ranks to the main 
entrance, where the casket will be 
placed in the waiting hearse to be car- 
ried to its temporary resting place in 
the capitol. 

When the body arrives at the en- 
trance the Confederate Veterans, many 
of whom were with the senator through 
the stirring scenes of the civil war, will 
be assembled, and will receive the 
casket. The veterans will then form 
a hollow square about the hearse. 

A detail of the Seventeenth infantry 
will carry the casket from the train 
to the hearse. This detail will then 
march in the rear of the hearse to the 
capitol. 

The veterans have been ordered to 
report to Captain Tip Harrison at the 
Terminal station at 10:30 o’clock. Bach 


veteran will wear his cross of honor. 


Formation of Parade. 

By the time the funeral party has ar- 
rived, the great honorary escort from 
the military organizations will have 
formed on Madison avenue. The pro- 
cession will form facing to the 
west and with the right resting on 
Mitchell street. 

First will come a platoon of mounted 
police, in command of Chief of Police 
James L. Beavers. 

Next will come the Seventeenth in- 
fantry, under command of Major George 
W. Martin. 

The entire Fifth regiment of the 
Georgia national guard will follow, 
Colonel Orville H. Hall commanding. 

The cadets will leave the Terminal 
station by the Mitchell street viaduct 
entrance as soon as the funeral party 
has passed through their ranks and 
will follow the Fifth infantry in the 
procession. 

The Atlanta Bar association will 
form on Mitchell street and will fol- 
low the cadets in the parade. 

City council, honorary escorts from 
the trustees of the*University of Geor- 
gia, from the Macon Bar association 
and other bodies will also march in 
the procession. 

Adjutant General J. Van Holt Nash 
has charge of the parade arrange- 
ments and has issued the orders to all 
the detachments of the parade giving 


them their position. 

The parade will preceed from the 
Terminal station eastward down 
Mitchell street to Whitehall. It will 
then march up Whitehall street to 
Hunter and from Hunter to the Wash- 
ington street entrance of the capitol. 

Double Line of Sentries. 

Upon the arrival at the capitol the 
Fifth infantry will throw a double line 
of sentries from the sidewalk into the 
capitol through to the rotunda, where 
the body will He in state. 

The casket will be carried between 
the double lines to its resting place. 

As the casket is being conveyed 
from the hearse to the rotunda of the 
capitol the Seventeenth infantry will 
be formed all along Washington street 
facing the.capitol and will stand at 
present arms as a token of respect. 

When the body has been placed in 
the rotunda four honorary guards will 
be’ detailed to stand at the bier one 
hour each. 

Four officers from their respective 
commands will stand guard, one at 
each corner of the bier. The com- 
mands from which these honorary

ular case and in the circumstances of the 
particular murder of which he was ac- 
cused, it was perfectly legal to intro- 
duce evidence pertaining to his con- 
duct with women other than the girl 
with whose murder he was charged. 

The opinion of the assenting justices 
is briefly and tersely put in the follow- 
ing paragraph of their decision’s final 
headnote: . 

“The evidence supports the verdict, 
and there was no abuse of discretion 
in refusing a new trial.”’ ;

cision handed down Tuesday. Similar 
instances are in the annals of the his- 
tory of Georgia courts. 

It is also expected that the defense 
will sift the evidence of each of the 
three instances in which’ their client's 
case hung in the scales—the original] 
trial, the hearing before Judge Roan 
for a new trial and the hearing before 
the supreme court—in an effort to find 
technical points that will warrant its 
introduction to the gowernment su- 
preme court. 

In this case, it is said, allegations 
will be made that Frank was deprived 
of constitutional rights. This is stated 
to be the only federal point which 
might involve a case similar to that 
of Frank's trial. The Frank case be- 
fore the federal court would require 
months and months. 

A motion extraordinary could be 
made on the grounds of newly-discov- 
ered evidence. This would have to be 
Carried before the trial court, over 
which Judge Ben Hill presides since 
Judge Roan’s departure. In this in- 
stance the case could only be forward- 
ed to the supreme court, in which it 
met defeat Tuesday. 


Hope Is Dissenting Opinion. 


“The strongest argument, I think, 
that could be made in our behalf,” Lu- 
ther Rosser said Tuesday afternoon, “is 
contained in the dissenting opinion of 
Chief Justice Fish and Justice Beck.” 

By which {t was inferred, but not 
confirmed, that the plan of action for 
the new fight would be a renewal of 
the argument before the supreme court. 
A re-argument of this nature would 
consume practically the same amount 
of time required for the original argu- 
ment and decision. Such a motion 
would necessarily have to be on the 
‘Dasis that the court failed to decide 
Some material point presented in the 
bill of 103 separate objections. 

In voicing their sentiment for grant- 
ing a new trial, Justices Fish and Beck 
said that the evidence of Conley and 
Dalton was inadmissible, in that it re- 
lated mostly to Frank’s alleged con- 
duct with women other than Mary 
Phagan. 

They held that an accused. person 
cannot be expected to face in court ac- 
cusations other than those contained 
in the bill of indictment. Men untrain- 
ed in legal processes of reasoning, as 
jurors, for instance, are liable to be 
influenced greatly, they held, by such 
irrelevant testimony. 

“They..conclude,” the opinion reads, 
“that persons guilty of this .crime 
might be equally as guilty of that.” 

The remittur of the supreme court— 
the legal form of the decision—will 
reach the superior court within a pe- 
riod not less than ten days. Frank 
can then be brought before Judge Hill 
for resentence,. Not less than twenty 
days and not more than sixty can ex- 
pire between sentence and execution. 

Jim Conley’s trial, by the decision 
of the supreme court, is made a cer- 
tainty for the week of February 23. He 
will ‘be arraigned on a charge of ac- 
cessory after the fact. He declared to 
reporters yesterday that he had felt 
confident all the while that the supreme 
court would affirm the lower tribunal's 
verdict. j 

“They've got the right man,” 
clared,:“and he Knows it.” 

Dorsey’s Statement. 

Solicitor Hugh Dorsey expressed no 
surprise at the decision of the supreme 
court. 

“Frank had a perfectly fair trial. As 
near as it is possible to demonstrate a 
thing of that kind mathematically, he 
was proved guilty. 

“From the very first suspicion point- 
ed to him. The detectives 
him from the very first. I was 
satisfied with mere suspicions and 
went into the case from.every angle. I 
wanted to find the man who was 
‘guilty; it made no difference to me 
who he was. became convinced of 
Frank’s guilt and 1 am convinced of it 
today. 

“He had the benefit of the best legal 
talent money cculd buy. He had posi- 
tion and influential friends to serve 
him. The jury thought him guilty and 
said so; the trial judge thought he had 
been given a fair trial and refused to 
grant him a new one. The supreme 
court has now stated that the lower 
court did not err. 

“I am sorry for the family and 
friends of the man who have stood by 
him so loyally.”

TO DISPOSAL PLANT 


Money Will Be Used to Com- 
plete the Intrenchment 


Creek Sewer Work. 


Authority has been given by the 
sewer committee and bond commission 
to City Comptroller Goldsmith to di- 
vert $15,000 due the estate of Chester 
A. Dady, bankrupt contractor, to the 
fund for the use of the city in pur- 
chasing materials for the completion 
of the Intrenchment creek sewer dis- 
posal plant. 

Dady was awarded the contract for 
building the Peachtree and the In- 
trenchment creek plants. He filed a 
petition in bankruptcy’ before the 
| Peachtree plant was completed and the 
federal court appointed M. F. Sullivan, 
of Chattanooga, trustee of the Dady 
estate. The company which signed as 
surety on the bond of Dady agreed to 
furnish the funds for carrying out the 
eontract under the administration of 
Trustee Sullivan. 

Since the completion of the Peach- 
tree creek plant about $15,000 has ac- 
cumulated to the credit of Dady on 
that contract, but under the agreement 
the city has with the bonding company 
the money must be used to carry on 
the work on the Intrenchment creek 
plant, which is nearly complete. 

City Comptroller Goldsmith refused 
to pay out any part of the $15,000 now 
in the possession of the city to the 
credit of Dady on his Peachtree plant 
contract, and in accordance with opin- 
ion rendered by City Attorney James 
L. Mayson the sewer committee and 
bond commission met in joint session 
and authorized the comptroller to di- 
vert the fund from one contract to the 
other. 

The money does not come from the 
current revenue of the city, but it is 
a part of the bond issue money voted 
by the people for the specific purpose 
of erecting sewage plants and building 
and extending trunk and lateral sew- 
ers.

TRIAL OF 
THE MAFIA. 


It is close to twenty-three years ago 
that the death-knell of the Mafia in Amer- 
ica was sounded, rung by best citizens of 
New Orleans in their fury of what they be- 
lieved was a miscarriage of justice. This 
organization was originally a political one 
in Italy, but in this country it had degen- 
erated to a band of assassins. New Orleans, 
in @ measure, was its headquarters, and this 
city found the most difficulty in its sup- 
pression, and it was the people and not the 
law that brought it about. 

The means to the end of the organization 
was the murder of Chief of Police David C. 
Hennessy, of New Orleans. The Mafia, or 
rather the Stopagherra, the proper name 
of the order, consisted of a large number of 
Italians, mostly Sicilian by birth, their early 
leader having been Giuseppe Esposito, who 
had been driven out of his own country 
by the Italian government. There had been 
a number of assassinations in New Orleans 
that were traceable to this organization, but 
no arrests had been made, for so secretly 
did the body work that it was impossible 
to detect them. 


The capture of the brigand Esposito in 
1881, and his surrender to the Italian gov- 
ernment, resulted in several killings. The 
Stopagherra determined to avenge the be- 
trayer of their. comrade. Engrossed in his 
search to weéd out this murderous organi- 
zation, Chief of Police Hennessy had no idea 
that he was being watched. He probably 
knew nothing of a certain Italian neighbor 
of his, Monasterio by name, lately arrived 
from abroad, occupying a shanty fifty — 
from his house. 


It was nearly time for esstidinl to 
spring the trap and to make a full exposure, 
when late one evening, as he drew near 
home, a boy ran in front of him and gave 
@ peculiar whistle. The next moment the 
chief was a dying man. Bullets tore three 
cruel rents in his chest and abdomen, his 
right knee and his left hand was _ shot 
through, and his face, arms and neck were 
frightfully mutilated. 


Within ten minutes of the shooting the 
immigrant was seized in his shanty. Other 
arrests followed, but only eleven were held 
and only nine finally prosecuted. The trial 
proved that Hennessy’s assassins hid in Mon- 
asterio’s hut, and that an Italian boy was 
posted to notify them of Hennessy’s op- 
proach. The deadly weapons were found, six 
shotguns, five with barrels sawed off and 
stocks hinged so that they could be doubled 
up and carried under the clothing. 

Hennessy had been murdered on Octo- 
ber 15, 3890, and the Italians who were ar- 
rested in connection with the deed remained 
in prison until the early part of March of 
the following year when they were placed 
on trial before Judge Baker, the hearing 
of evidence requiring about a week. A 
verdict was rendered on Friday, March 13, 
1891. 

The judge, usually imperturbable, was ob- 
served, when the paper was handed him, to 
look at it for a moment in stupefaction. 
No wonder. Six of the culprits were ac- 
quitted; in the case of three the jury dis- 
agreed, and not one was convicted. Some 
whispered “bribery,” others “intimidation,” 
but all agreed that such a fiasco was an 
outrage. 

Awaiting a trial upon a second indict- 
ment, and joyfully reckoning upon a simi- 
lar result next time, the accused were again 
locked in their cells. At the moment the 
doors closed behind them a vigilance com- 
mittee of well-known citizens were writing 
a call for a mass meeting for the following 
morning at the Clay Statue in the New Or- 
leans square. 

The assemblage was so large at this 
meeting that it blocked the street cars and 
climbed upon them. What was the outcome 
of this meeting? The citizens took the law 
in their own hands. A mob—but in good 
order—started for the parish prison where 
the prisoners were confined. They battered 
down the doors. Nine of the prisoners were 
put to death in various ways by the mob, 
and two of them were hanged outside of the 
prison walls. 

The press had es denounced 
the verdict and declared that the jury had 
been bought. The grand jury, even on the 
day of the mob killing, had found indict- 
ments against two men charged with tam- 
pering with the jury. The jurors did not 
appreciate the public sentiment on the out- 
side and were surprised at the popular in- 
dignation. The trial of the case had cost 
the city more than $30,000 ewnd then a mis- 
carriage of justice. 

The incident opened grave 
complications which Secretary 
Blaine handled with _ skill. 
thousand dollars was finally distributed 
among the families of the murdered men. 
On March 17, three days after the prisoners 
were disposed of, several arrests were made 
for bribery of the jury, and on May 5, the 
grand jury, after an. investigation for six 
weeks, indicted O’Malley and five associates 
for jury bribing, and accused three of the 
jury of being bribed; but refused to indict 
the lynchers. On July 8, Bernard Glaudi 
was convicted of offering to bribe a juror. 
On July 24, the last Mafia bribery case was 
ended with a verdict of not guilty, and on 
October 9, the state abandoned the case 
against O'Malley, which finally settled the 
whole affair.

THE GREAT LAKES.

So long as the Great Lakes exist, the 
United States of America need not worry 
about its supply of drinking water. No na- 
tion in the world is so lavishly supplied with 
pure, fresh water. And yet, in every great 
city, which borders on these remarkable 
lakes, men can be seen rushing by thousands 
to slake their thirst with something else. 

The Great Lakes are five in number and 
can be drunk with impunity, without being 
boiled. They form the largest collection of 
unsalted wetness in the world, and all of 
Engiand could be put to soak in them. From 
the western end of Lake Superior, adventur- 
ers can sail almost 1,500 miles before Lake 
Ontario peters out into the St. Lawrence 
river. Much caution must be observed in 
doing this, for three reasons. In the first

place, Lake Superior falls all over itself get- 
ting into Lake Huron; in the second place 
Lake Erie, after flowing gently past Buffalo, 
suddenly drops 160 feet at Niagara, with a 
concussion. In the third place, 
the Great Lakes, when irritated, take delight 
in piling the most ponderous vessels bottom 
up on top of each other along its shores. The 
Great Lakes would only make a little patch 
of wetness in the ocean, but they have a way 
of standing a ship on its extreme end and of 
promoting sea-sickness in all of its forms, 
which even the ocean cannot surpasa 

The Great Lakes form a wide and general- 
ly ample boundary between the United States 
and Canada and the two governments have 
improved the rough spots in them with ca- 
nals. Because of this, the lakes now re- 
semble a torch light procession in the busy 
season and more vessels pass Detroit than 
will ever go through the Panama Canal. 


Owing to the low freight rates, good fishing 


and cool summer breezes, enormous cities 
have grown up along the Great Lakes, in- 
cluding Chicago, Cleveland, Detroit, Milwau- 
kee, Buffalo, Toledo, Toronto and Duluth. 
These cities now have almost 5,000,000 popu- 
lation, but one hundred years ago there 

weren't enough people in all of them to- 
gether to influence a ward caucus in the 
slightest degree. 

Lake Superior is the largest of the Great 
Lakes. It hag .29,000 square miles, is 900 
feet deep and is so cold that steam heat is 
handy all summer around its shore. Lake 
Michigan is a long, deep lake. which is being

FAVORITE RECIPES OF 
DISTINGUISHED WOMEN

A number of years ago, a gentleman 
from South Carolina purchased a recipe in a 
restaurant in Paris, which took his fancy, 
paying ten dollars for it. The same recipe 
was afterwards contributed by a lady of the 
same state to the cook book compiled by the 
ladies of Yorkville, South Carolina, and it 
has been tested and tried many times and 
maintains its popularity by its excellence. 

Make it after this formula: 


Choeolate Polonaise. 

One and one-half pounds almonds, 3 dozen 
macaroons, 6 eggs, 2 tablespoons of corn- 
starch, 1 pound citron, 3 squares of chocolate, 
1 1-2 pints milk. 

Blanch and pound almonds, adding a few 
drops of essence of bitter almonds. Cut the 
citron in fine strips and pound. Grate choco- 
late and pound macaroons. Boil the milk 
and add it to the yolks of the eggs, which 
have been well beaten. Then add the corn- 
starch, first dissolving it in a little cold 
water, and being careful to stir the mixture 
all the while. Let this cook until quite 
thick. Pour half of this into a goup plate, 
and to the other half add the chocolate 
and macaroons. Put back on the fire and 
let chocolate mixture cook a few minutes. 
With the other half, mix the almonds and 
citron, adding a little sugar. Make a good 
sponge cake the dav before the dessert is 
to be used of 8 eggs, half their weight in 
flour, and their full weight in sugar. Slice 
the cake in thin layers and place the filling 
between them in alternate order. Then ice 
the polonaise all over. This is truly deli- 
cious.

Attorneys Are Summing Up! 


and Case Will Be Submit- 
ted Today—Woman’s At- 
torney Accuses Gore of 
Lying. 


Oklahoma City, Okja., 
17.—Six of the twelve hours allotted 
for argument in the damage suit 
brought by Mrs. Minnie E. Bond, of 
(oklahoma City, 
Senator Thomas P. Gore had been 
consumed when court adjourned to- 
day, and, unless some unforeseen con- 
tingency prevents, the case will be 
submitted to the jury late tomorrow. 

Two attorneys spoke today for the 
plaintiff, and one for the defense. 
Neither spared the parties to the suit, 
and both Senator Gore and Mrs. Bond, 
as well ag those characterized by Sen- 
Gore as “disgruntled politicians 
whose pleadings for pie were unan- 
swered,” and who the defense charges 
engineered the suit, were severely ar- 
raigned. : 

No Evidence in Rebuttal. 

Summing up began after Judge 
Clark read his instructions to the 
jury at the opening, of court, counsel 
for Mrs. Bond announcing that they 
would not exercise their privilege of 
presenting additional evidence in re- 
buttal. 

Before court convened it was under- 
stood that at least three witnesses 
would be called today, 
James R. Jacobs, in whose room at a

for her suit, is said to have occurred 
last March, No explanation other than 
that they considéred their case eéstab- 
lished was given by Mrs. Bond's coun- 
sel for ending the evidence.

ROADS SEEK TO HOLD 
THEIR WATER LINES 


Washington, February 17.—Hearings 
began today before Commissioner Mc- 
Chord on the application of the Penn- 
sylvania railroad and the Northern 
Central railway to the interstate com- 
merce commission for relief from the 
operation of that provision of the Pan- 
ama canal act which requires inter- 
state railroads to divest themselves of 
ownership or control of steamship and 
other water lines before July 1, 1914. 
Both companies operate steamship lines 
on the great lakes. 

Six more railroads applied to the 
commission today to be permitted their 
water lines after July 1. 

The applicants included the Atlantic

ship stock, and the whole of the Balti- 
more Steam Packet company, the stock 
of the latter being pledged as secufity 
for obligations; and the Chesapeake 
and Ohio Railway company, owning 1,- 
200 shares of the Old Dominion Steam- 
ship company. 


DEATH OF THE BIRDMAN 
CAUSED BY DROWNING 


Pensacola, F'la., February 17.— 
Drowning caused the death of Lieu- 
tenant J. McC. Murray, of the United 
States naval aviation corps, who late 
yesterday lost nis life when his hy- 
dro-aeroplane piunged several hundred 
feet into Pensacola bay. At first it 
was thought he had been killed by 
an explosion of the engine of his craft 
or injuries sustained in his fall, but 
an examination by physicians today 
showed his body to be almost unmark- 
ed by the accident.

KING OF THE BELGIANS 
THROWN FROM HORSE 


Brussels, Belgium, February 17.— 
Albert I, king of the Belgians, broke 
his left arm today. He was thrown 
from his horse while — in the 
forest of Seignies, not far from the 
battlefield of Waterloo. 

His majesty’s escape from more seri- 
ous injury was a narrow one. Tixag- 
gerated reports of the accident caused 
much public concern in the Belgian 
capital. The king’s physician, how- 
ever, allayed anxiety by a_ bulletin 
describing the injury and declaring 
that no grave consequences were ‘tike- 
ly to ensue from the accident “as the 
king’s general health is good and he 
is a young man.”

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Plans Had Been Made to Re- 
tain Literacy Test in Im- 
migration Bill.

Washington, February 17.—Informa- 
tion that President Wilson would veto 
the immigration bill if it is sent to him 
from congress with the literacy test 
provision amazed members of the sen- 
wate immigration committee. Many of 
them confessed tonight that they were 
bewildered, inasmuch as they had de- 
termined to. retain the literacy test in 
their draft of the immigration measure 
as it passed the house, under the im- 
pression that the president would ac- 
cept the bill if it passed the senate. 
An interesting session of the committee 
is looked for tomorrow. 

Two weeks ago the committee di- 
rected Senator Smith, of South Carolina, 
the chairman, to consult with President 
Wilson on immigration legislation. It 
was said today that the members espe- 
cially desired to learn whether the veto 
power might be directed at the literacy 
provision of the Burnett bill. Some of 
the senators were inclined to the belief 
that it would be a waste of time to 
take up consideration of immigration 
reform at all if the restrictive literacy 
test would again fail. They were com- 
mitted to that provision as a bene- 
ficial form of restriction, had voted 
for it twice before and felt constrained 
to insist upon it again, but they did 
not want to waste the time of a busy 
congress should there be a possibility 
of immigration legislation falling again 
under the executive ax. : 

Senator Smith reported that while the 
president did not look upon the liter- 
acy test with favor, he would sign the 
bill if it passed the senate. Upon 
that basis the committee went to work. 
Now the members are inclined to stand 
by their guns despite the president's 
attitude, certain that the measure can 

ass the senate and not at all sure that 
t might not repass both houses by a 
two-thirds vote over the head of the 

resident. The senate repassed a simli- 

r bill over President Taft’s veto, but 
it failed in the house. 


NORRIS GOT HIS GUN 
AND SHOT UP FAMILY 


Wellston, Okla., February li 
Iverett Norris, a farm hand 22 years 
old, killed one relative, probably fatal- 
ly wounded two others, including his 
father, near here today, and.rode away 
with the.declaration that he intended 
to slay the child#en.in.a nearby school 
house. Neighbors hastily armed them- 
selves, but when Norris saw the display 
of weapons he veered away and rode 
into Welfston where he was -captured 
by the town marshal.
